Other data contained in this publication are also 
available each month (except for (a) the 
occupation, industry and status of worker details 
for employed persons, which are available only on 
a quarterly basis; and (b) reglonal estimates, 


which atthough available each month will be 
released only on a. quarterly basis). In 
addition, other unpublished data may be 
available. These data, if required each month as 


they become available, may be obtained from this 
Office.

3. The monthly population survey. 


in most months, one or more supplementary survey 
topics. From February 1978, the survey has been 
conducted each month. Previously, the survey was 
conducted in February, May, August and November 
of each year. The information is obtained from 
the occupants of selected dwellings by carefully 
chosen and specially trained interviewers- The 
interviews are generally conducted during the two 
weeks beginning on the Monday between the 6th and 
12th of each month. The information obtained 
relates to the week before the interview (i-e- 
the survey week). 


4. Survey sample. The monthly population survey 
is based on a milti-stage area sample of private 
dwellings (houses, flats, etc.) and non-private 
dwellings (hotels, motels, etce) and covers about 
one-half of one per cent of the population of New 
South Wales. The survey sample is reselected 
after each quinquennial Census of Population and 
Housings The reselected sample of dwellings 
based on 1981 Census of Population and Housing 
results was introduced in the October 1982 
survey. Information on sample design and 


selection is given in the Technical Note in The - 


Labour Force, Australia, 1981 (6204.0). 


De Population benchmarks. Lahour force survey 
estimates of persons employed, unemployed and not 
in the tadour force shown in this publication for 
New South Wales, Sydney Statistical Division and 
Balance of New South Wales are calculated in such 
a way as to add up to the independently estimated 
distribution of the population aged 15 and over 
by age and sex. This procedure compensates for 
underenumeration in the survey and leads to more 
reliable estimates. The independent population 
statistics (benchmarks) are the latest available 
estimates at the time the labour force survey is 
conducted but they usually differ from the 


official State level! poputation estimates 


subsequently published in Australian Demographic 
Statistics (3101.0), because they are necessarily

Consequently, the use of 
estimating the regiona! data 
available from this survey is not possible. For 
this reason, estimates of the civilian population 
aged 15 and over are not made available at the 
regional level. 


Survey estimates are 
not revised for the usually small amendments of 
population benchmarks arising from new data on 
deaths and overseas and migration. 
Revisions are made, however, after each census of 
population and housing and when population 
estimation bases are reviewed. Labour force 
survey estimates back to February 1978 have been 
recaiculated to conform to revised population 
estimates which take account of the results of 
the 1981 Census of Population and Housing. 
Revised estimates back to February 1978, similar 
to those shown in Table 1, were published in an 
Appendix to the February 1984 issue of this 
publication.

The estimates shown in this 
publication from October 1982 onwards are thus 
wholly according fo place of sual residence. 
Prior to October 1982, the estimates are based on 
a combination of place of enumeration and place 
of usual residence. 

A revised questionnaire was also introduced for 
the Apri} 1986 Following the 
Introduction of this 
definition of employed persons has been extended 
to include persons who worked without pay between 
1 and 14 hours per week in a family business or 
on a farm (i-e. unpaid family helpers). This new 
definition aligns the Australian labour force 
concepts with a set of changed international 
definitions adopted by the Internationa! Labour 
Office at the 13th Conference of Labour 
Statisticians in October 1982. Previously, such 
persons who worked 1 to 14 hours, or who had such 
a job but were not at work, were defined as 
either unemployed or not in the jabour force, 
depending on whether they were actively looking 
for work. Details of this change, together with 
other changes made to the questionnaire, are 
contaIned in Information Paper: Questionnaires

For 
Table 1, estimates according to the revised 
definition have been calculated back to January 
1985. However, for the other tables, estimates 
according to the revised definition are only 
available from the time of introduction of the 
new questionnaire in April 1986. 


7. Scopes The labour force survey includes all 
persons aged 15 and over, except: 


(a) members of the permanent defence forces; 

{b) certain diplomatic personne! of overseas 
governments, customarily excluded from 
census and estimated populations; 

{c) overseas residents in Austratia; and 

(d) members of non-Austratien defence forces 
(and their dependants) stationed in 


Australia. 


8. Labour force concepts and definitions. 


(a) The concepts and definitions used in the 
labour force survey conform closely to those 
recommended by the International Labour 
Organisation. The labour force comprises all 
persons in scope who, during the survey week, 
were employed or unemployed as defined in 
Explanatory Notes 8(b) and 8c) below. The 


survey week comprises the seven days preceding 
the interview week (see Explanatory Note 3 
above). The activities of persons in this period 
of reference are used in determining the 
classification of those who are employed. In 
addition to this week, the 3 weeks preceding it

(b) Employed persons. 
i+ These comprise all civilfans aged 15 and over 
who, during the survey week: 

» worked for one hour or more for pay, 
profit, commission or payment in kind 
(including emp loyees, emp loyers and 
self-employed persons) in’ a job or 
business, or on a farm; or 

« worked for one hour or more without pay in 
a family business or on a farm (i-e. unpaid 
family helpers); or 

- were employees who had a job but were not 
at work and were: on paid leave; on leave 
without pay for fess than four weeks up to 
the end of the survey week; stood down 
without pay because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at their place of employment for 
less than four weeks up to the end of the 
survey week; on strike or locked out; on 
workers' compensation and expected to be 
returning to their job; or receiving wages 
or salary while undertaking full-time 
study; or 

+ were employers, self-employed persons or 
unpaid family helpers who had a job, 

3 business or farm, but were not at work. 
i}. These employed persons can be classified 

Into: 

+ full-time workers (ie. those who usually 
work 35 hours or more a week and others 
who, although usually part-time workers, 
worked 35 hours or more during the survey 
week); and 

+ part-time workers (i.e. those who usually 
work less than 35 hours a week and who did 
so during the survey week). 


Persons who held more than one job are counted 
only once - in the job fn which they worked most 
hours during the survey week. 


(c) Unemployed persons comprise all civilians 
aged 15 and over. who were not employed during the 
survey week, and: 


ie had actively looked for full-time or 
part-time work at any time in the four weeks 


up to the end of the survey week, and: 

- were available for work in the survey week, 
or would have been available except for 
temporary illness (i.e. lasting for tess 
than four weeks to the end of the survey 
week ); or 

+ were waiting to start a new job within four 
weeks from the end of the survey week and 
would have started in the survey week if 
the Job had been available then; or 


ji. were waiting to be called back to a full-time 
or part-time job from which they had been 
stood down without pay for less than four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week 
(including the whole of the survey week) for 
reasons other than bad weather or plant 
breakdown. 


(d) Actively looking for work includes writing, 
telephoning or applying in person to an employer 
for work; answering a newspaper advertisement for 
a job; checking factory or Commonwealth 
Emp loyment Service not ice-boards ; being 
registered with the Commonwealth Employment 
Service; checking or registering with any other 
employment agency; advertising or tendering for 
work; and contacting friends or relatives. 


Note. The figures shown in this publication for 
the number of persons unemployed should not be 
confused with those issued by the Commonwealth 
Department of Emp loyment and Industrial 
Relations. These latter figures represent the 
number of persons registered as unemployed 
awaiting placement with the Commonwealth 
Employment Service. 


(e) Persons not in the labour force are those 
who, during the survey week, were not in the 
categories ‘employed! or ‘unemployed’ as defined 
above. They include persons who were keeping 
house (unpaid), attending an educational 
institution (school, university, etc.), retired, 
voluntarily Inactive, permanently unable to work, 
inmates of institutions {hospitats, gaols, 
sanatoria, etc.), trainee teachers, members of 
contemplative religious orders, and persons whose 
only activity during the survey week was jury 
service or unpaid voluntary work for a 
charitable organisation. 


(f) Duration of unemployment is the period from 
the time the person began looking for work or was 
stood down to the end of the survey week. Thus, 
the survey measures the duration of current 
spells of unemployment rather than completed 
spells. Periods of unemployment are recorded in

(q) Unemployed persons classified by industry 


Unemployed persons who had 
worked full-time for two weeks or more in the 
last two years are classified according to the 
industry and occupation af their most recent 
full-time job. 


()) Marital status» In the labour force survey, 
persons are classified as married or not married. 
Marital status is determined from information 
supplied by the respondent about the individual 
concerned and, where the person was reported as 
being married, about the living arrangements of 
persons usually resident in the household. 
Marita! status does not therefore necessarily 
reflect tegai status. Persons are classified as 
married if they are reported as being married 
(including de facto) and their spouse was a usual 
resident of the household at the time of the 
surveys The ‘'not-married' category comprises 
persons who have never married, or are separated, 
widowed or divorced, as well as those who, 
although reported as being married, did not have 
a spouse who usually lived in the household. 
Persons who live in a de facto relationship but 
who do not volunteer this information when asked 
whether they are married are classified as not 
married. In conjunction with the revision of 
estimates back to February 1978 to conform to 
revised population estimates (see Explanatory 
Note 6 above), the definition of marital status 
outlined above was adopted. Consequently, 
estimates of marital status contained in this 
publication are not comparable with estimates 
published before the February 1984 Issue of this 
publication. This revision to the maritai status 
classification was undertaken in two parts. 
Firstly, for atl surveys from February 1978, 
persons who reported that they were separated 
were reclassified as not married (previously 
Included as married). Secondly, from June 1983 
onwards, in addition to including persons 
reported as separated, the 'not-married' category 
Includes persons who, afthough reported as 
married, did not, at the time of the survey, have 
a spouse who was a usual resident of the 
household. 


(i) Family status. The family relationship of 
all persons included In the labour force survey 
is determined each month, except for:

residence at the time of the survey). 


Generatly, family status is determined for more 
than ninety per cent of the civilian population 
aged 15 and over. A family ts defined as 
consisting of two or more related persons usually 
resident In the same household at the time of the 
survey» A family comprises a married couple or a 
family head (as defined below), together with any 
persons having any of the following relationships 
to them: 


i. sons or daughters of any age, if not 
married and with no children of their own 
present; 

li. other relatives if not accompanied by a 
spouse, sons or daughters, or parents of 
their own; or 

jit. any chlidren under the age of 15 who do 
not have a parent present. 


A family, as defined, can contain no more than 
two married persons and can contain two married 
persons only ff these persons are husband and 
wife (referred to as married-couple familles). 
Other families are families other than 
married-couple familles and comprise one-parent 
families or other groups of related persons. The 
famtiy head of an ‘other family' Is the parent in 
the case of a one-parent family or, in the case 
of other groups of related persons, Is generally 
defined as the eldest person In the familys No 
family head is defined for a marrted-couple 
family. Persons are defined as not a member of a 


famlly if they are not related to any other 


member of the household In which they are living. 
Dependent children comprise all family members 
under the age of 15, all family members eged 15 
to 19 attending school, and all family members 
aged 15 to 24 who are full-time students. A 
person is considered to be IIlving alone if he or 
she ts the sole member of a household. The term 
relationship includes relationships by blood, 
marriage or adoption. 


9. industry classification» The classification 
of industry is Im accordance with the Australian 
Standard Industrial Classification {ASIC) 
described in Australian Standard Industrial 
Classification, Vol. t - The Classification (1983 
Edition) (1201.0). 


10. Occupation classification. Occupational 
data are presented for August 1986 on the basis 
of the Australian Standard Classification of 
Occupations (ASCO), 1986 (1221.0 and 1222.0), and 
for earlier perleds on the basis of the 
Classification and Classified List of Occupations 
{CCLO), Revised November 1980. ASCO relies on 
the level and specialisation of skill required to 
satisfactorily perform primary tasks as Its 


classificatory variable and Is, therefore, 
significantly different from the previous 
classification. Appendix 1 in this publication 


contaIns a more detalied explanation of the 
concepts and structure underlylng the 
classification. 


A matrix of the two classifications at the 
broadest classification level (Major Group), but 
contaIning data for Australia, is given fn 
Appendix 1. The estImates contained in the 
matrix have been derived from a subsample of 
respondents In the May 1986 jabour force survey+ 
The responses to questions on the occupations of 
employed persons were coded to both ASCO and CCLO 
classifications and the matrix was produced by 
cross~classifying ASCO Major Groups by CCLO Major 
Groups. A stmilar matrix for N.»«S.W. and an 
Ausralfa - level MInor Groups matrix should both 
be available by the end of December 1986. 


11. Regions of New South Wales- The regions 
used in this publication are standard ABS 
Statistical Divisfons, Subdivisions or Districts 
(see map insIde back cover and Appendix 2 for a 
list of local government areas in each of these 
regions), or combinations of these, and do not 
necessarily correspond with regions adopted by 
other government authorities. The regions were 
determined In consultation with major users of 
the estimates, taking into account the 
constraints imposed by the structure of the 
sample design and the need to present reliable 
statistics (i-e. those not subject to high 
sampling variabillty). Two sets of regions are 
used to present the results. The twelve regions 
used in Table 13 and Tables 16 to 27 provide 
summary estimates only, while the flve major 
regions used in Tables 28 to 37 allow the 
presentation of more detalied estimates. White 
further unpublished details may be available for 


the regions adopted in’ thts publication, 


estimates for different regions will not be 
provided. The Sydney Statistical Division is 
predominantly urban {in character - and its 


boundary was re-delineated in 1976 to embrace the 
area expected to contain the urban development of 
Sydney (and associated smaller urban centres) for 
a period of at feast twenty years. This area 
covers the same area as the ‘'Sydmey Region', as 
delineated by the State Planning Authority (now 
the Department of Environment and Planning) in 
its publication Sydney Region, 1970-2000 A.D.,

12. Reliability of the estimates. Since the 
estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample 
of dwellings, they, and the movements derived 
from them, may differ from figures that would 
have been obtained if the information had been 
collected from occupants of all dwellings (using 
the same questionnalre and Interviewing 
procedures}. One measure of the likely 
difference is given by the standard error, which 
indicates the extent to whIch an estimate might 
have varied by chance because only a sample of 
dwellings was included in the survey. In 
addition, as noted in Explanatory Note 5 above, 
the use of benchmarks in the compilation of 
regional estimates is not possible. For this 
reason, users should note that regional estimates 
may be more volatile than corresponding State 
estimates and thus should not be regarded as 
reliable indicators of short term (monthly) 
movements. A Technical Note, showing the likely 
standard errors relating to sample estimates, is 
shown at the end of thls publication.

NEW SOUTH WALES 


In August 1986, there were an estimated 2,558,500 persons (1,557,500 males and 1,000,900 females) in 
the civilian labour force in New South Wales, of whom 2,344,400 (1,430,400 mates and 914,000 females) 
were employed and 214,100 (127,100 males and 86,900 females) were unemployed (see Table 1). 


in August 1986, the labour force participation rate was 60.0 per cent (males 74.4, married females 
45.0 and all females 46.2) and the unemployment rate was 8.4 per cent (males 8.2, married females 5-6 


and all females 8.7) (see Table 1}. 


The August 1986 estimates of 214,100 unemployed persons and an unemployment rate of 8-4 per cent were 
little different to the May 1986 estimates of 213,600 unemployed persons and an unemployment rate of 
8.3 per cent. The number of employed persons in August 1986 was 2,344,400, which represented a 
significant decrease from the estimate in May 1986 of 2,374,700 persons. (See Table 1.) 


The August 1986 estimate of 214,100 unemployed persons was also little different to the August 1985 
estimate of 216,700 unemployed person, but the August 1986 estimated unemployed rate of 8-4 per cent 
represented an apparent decrease from the August 1985 estimated unemployment rate of 8.7 per cent. 
Over the period August 1985 to August 1986, the number of persons employed increased significantly by 
63,100 (28,800 males and 34,300 females). (See Tabie 1.)

- The unemployment rate for persons aged 15 to 19 was 29.0 per cent in August 1936 compared with 19.1 
per cent in May 1986 and 19.0 per cent in August 1985 (see Table 9). 


.» The average duration of unemployment was 59.2 weeks in August 1986 compared with 55.9 weeks in 
May 1986 and 56.1 weeks In August 1985 (see Table 11). 


- From August 1985 to August 1986, the unemployment rate for persons born ir Australia remained 
consistently below that for persons born outside Australia. In August 1986, the unemployment rate for 
persons born in Australia was 8.1 per cent and for persons born outside Australia 9.% oer cent (8.4 
and 9.9 per cent respectively in August 1985). (See Table 12

+ During the quarter ending August 1986, the combined Richmond-Tweed and Mid-North Coast Statistical 
Divisions recorded the highest unemployment rate in the State (peaking at 15.5 per cent in August 1986). 
The regions which recorded the next highest unemployment rates throughout the quarter were the Wollongong 
Statistical District (peaking at 14.2 per cent in July 1986) and the combined Hllawarra and South-Eastern 
Statistical Division (peaking at 11.6 per cent in August 1986)- Ouring the quarter ending August 1986, | 
the lowest unemployment rate (3-4 per cent in July 1986) was recorded in Northern Sydney | 
Subdivision. (See Table 13.) , 


+ From May 1986 to August 1986, three regions recorded some movement in the number of persons 


unemp loyed. One region (the combined Central Sydney and Inner Western Sydney Subdivions) recorded a 
significant decrease and two regions (Southern Sydney Subdivision and the combined Richmond-Tweed and 
Mid-North Coast Statistical Divisions) recorded apparent increases.- (See Tables 16 to 27.) 


+ From August 1985 to August 1986, one region (Western Sydney Subdivision) recorded a significant 
decrease in the number of persons unemployed and two regions (Northern Sydney Subdivision and the 
combined Richmond-Tweed and Mid-North Coast Statistical Divislons) recorded apparent Increases- (See 
Tables 16 to 27.)

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


in August 1986, the number of persons unemployed was 116,500 and the unemployment rate was 7.1 per 
cent. These estimates were little different to those in May 1986 of 118,300 persons unemployed and an 
unemployment rate of 7.1 per cent, and to the August 1985 estimate of 121,000 persons unemployed. 
However, the August 1986 estimated unemployment rate of 7.1 per cent represented an apparent decrease 
from the August 1985 estimated unemployment rate of 7-5 per cent. The unemployment rate in the Sydney 
Statistical Division continued to be approximately 1.0 percentage point below that for total New South 


Wales. 


The number of employed persons In August 1986 was 1,529,200, which represented an apparent decrease 
from the estimate in May 1986 of 1,546,500 persons, but represented a signiflcant increase on the 
estimate in August 1985 of 1,486,500 persons. A rise in the number of persons in part-time employment 
accounted for most of the increase between August 1985 and August 1986. Between May and August 1986, 
the number of persons in full-time employment decreased by 24,400 persons.

In August 1986, the numberof persons unemployed was 97,600 and the unemployment rate was 10.7 per 
cent. These estimates were little different to those in May 1986 of 95,300 persons unemployed and an 
unemployment rate of 10.3 per cent, and to those In August 1985 of 97,000 persons unemployed and an 


unemployment rate of 11.1 per cent. 


The unemployment rate In the Balance of New South Wales continued 


to be approximately 2.0 percentage points above that for total New South Wales. 


The number of employed persons In August 1986 was 815,200, which represented an apparent decrease from 
the estimate In May 1986 of 828,200, but represented a significant increase on the estimate in August

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


In August 1986, the number of persons unemployed was 23,600 and the unemployment rate was 7.7 per 
cent. These estimates represented a significant decrease from the estimates in May 1986 of 30,900 
unemployed persons and an unemployment rate of 10.0 per cent, but were little different to the 
estimates in August 1985 of 23,200 unemployed persons and an unemployment rate of 7-8 per cent. In 
contrast to the majority of regions, the unemployment rate for males in this region is higher, in most 
months, than that for females. 


The number of employed persons in August 1986 was 282,600, which was IIttle different to the estimates 
tn May 1986 of 278,500 persons and in August 1985 of 272,800 persons.

In August 1986, the number of unemployed persons was 10,600 and the unemployment rate was 8.1 per 
cent. These estimates were littie different to those in May 1986 of 11,200 unemployed persons and an 
unemployment rate of 8.5 per cent, and to those in August 1985 of 9,100 unemployed persons and an 
unemployment rate of 7.6 per cent. 


The number of persons employed in August 1986 was 120,600, which was little different to the estimate 
in May 1986 of 119,600 persons, but represented an apparent increase on the estimate in August 1985 of 
110,000 persons. 


The labour force participation rate for this region continued to vary over the 12 months to August

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


In August 1986, the number of persons unemployed was 22,900 and the unemployment rate was 15.5 per 
cent. This estimate of 22,900 unemployed persons represented an apparent increase on the May 1986 
estimate of 20,200 unemployed persons, and on the August 1985 estimate of 19,500 unemployed persons. 
however, the August 1986 estimated unemployment rate of 15.5 per cent was little different to the May 
1986 estimated unemployent rate of 14.3 per cent, and to the August 1985 estImated unemployment rate 
of 15.9 per cent. This region continued to record one of the highest unemployment rates in New South 
Wales.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 


1. The labour force estimates are derived from 
the monthly poputation survey by use of a complex 
ratio estimation procedure. This procedure 
ensures that the survey estimates conform to an 
independently estimated distribution of the 
population by age and sex, rather than to the age 
and sex distribution within the sample Itself. 


Reliabitity of the estimates 


2. Two types of error are possible in an 
estimate based on a sample survey: sampling 


error and non-samp!ing error. The sampling error 


Is a measure of the variability that occurs by 
chance because a sample, rather than the entire 
population, is surveyed. Since the estimates In 
this publication are based on _ information 
obtained from occupants of a sample of dwellings, 
the estimates and the movements derived from them 
are subject to sampling variability; that is, 
they may differ from the figures that would have 
been obtalned if all dwellings had been inctuded 
In the survey. One measure of the likely 
difference is given by the standard error which 
indicates the extent to which an estimate might 
have varied by chance because only a sample of 
dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances In three that a sample estimate will 
differ by less than one standard error from the 
figure that would have been obtained if alt 
dwellings had been included and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the difference wili be 
less than two standard errors. The standard 
error can also be expressed as a percentage of 


the estimate, and this is known as the relative 


standard error. 


3. Space does not allow for the separate 
indication of the standard errors of all 
estimates in this publication. Standard errors 
of estimates derived from the survey and of 
monthly, quarterly and annual movements (except 
those movements spanning September/October 1982), 
for New South Wales and for each region of New 
South Wales, can be determined by reference to 
the table commencing on page 68. Details of the 
standard errors of monthly, quarterly and annual 
movements spanning September/October 1982 were 
published fn the November 1983 issue of this 
publication. 


4. The size of the standard error Increases with 
the level of the estimate, so that the larger the 
estimate the larger the standard error. However, 
it should be noted that the larger the sample 
es*imate, the smaller will be the standard error 
in percentage terms. Thus, iarger sample 


estimates will be relatively more reliable than 
smaller estimates. 


5. As the standard errors in the following table 
show, the smatler the estimate the higher is the 
relative standard error. Very small estimates 
are subject to such high standard errors 
(relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract serfously from their value for most 
practical purposes. in the tables jn this 
publication, estimates with a relative standard 
error of greater than 25 per cent and percentages 
based on such estimates have not been Included 
and have been replaced with an asterisk ('*'). 
Although figures for these small components can 
in some cases be derived by subtraction, they 
should not be regarded as rellable. 


6. The movement in the level of an estimate is 
also subject to sampling vartability- The 
standard error of the movement depends on the 
levels of the estimates from which the movement 
is obtained rather than the sIze of the movement. 
An Indication of the magnitude of standard errors 
of monthly movements is also given in the 
foltowing table. The estimates of standard 
errors of monthly movements apply only to 
estimates of movements between two consecutive 
months. Movements between corresponding months 
of consecutive quarters (quarterjy movements), 
corresponding months of consecutive years (annual 
movements) and other non-consecutive months wilt 
generally be subject to somewhat greater sampling 
variability than is indicated in column 3 of the 
followIng table. Standard errors of quarterly 
movements can be obtained by multiplying the 
figures shown In column 1 of the following table 
by 1.11. Standard errors of quarterly movements 
calculated this way wil! not necessarily agree 
with those obtained by muitiplytng the figures In 
column 3 by 165, which was the method shown In 
Issues of this publication prior to May 1986. 
Standard errors of all annual movements can be 
obtained by multiplying the figures shown fn 
column 1 of the table by 1-3. When using the 
table to calculate standard errors of movements, 
refer to the larger of the two estimates from 
which the movement is derived. 


7. Examples of. the calculation and use of 
standard errors are given below: 


(a) From column 1 of the following table, It can 
be seen that the estimate of 552,300 
employed married females in New South Wales 
in August 1986 (see Table‘1) has a standard 
error of approximately 7,400 (by 
interpolation). There are about two chances 
in three that the true figure that would have 
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been obtained if ati dwellings had been 
included in the survey would have been within 
the range 544,900 to 559,700 and about 
nineteen chances In twenty that it would have 
been within the range 537,500 to 567,100.

(b) The estimate of movement in 
employed married femates 
from July to August 1986 is a decrease of 
12,000 (see Table 1). Column 3 in the 
following table can be used to determine the 
standard error of the monthly movement for 
the Jarger of the two estimates from which 
the movement is derived. in this case, the 
duty 1986 estimate (564,300) is the larger.

11. Standard errors contained in the following 
table are designed to provide an average standard 
error applicable for afl monthly labour 
survey estimates. Recent

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APPENDIX 1. AUSTRALIAN STANDARD CLASSIFICATION OF OCCUPATIONS (ASO) 


1. This appendix contains a brief description of 
the new occupation classification used in the 
labour force survey from August 1986. The 
classification is known as the Australian 
Standard Classification of Occupations (ASCO). 


2. The ABS is also using ASCO for the 1986 
Population Census and for other cotiections 
obtaining occupational data. In addition, other 
organisations and individuats which are 
collecting, coding and publishing information and 
statistics in Australia with an occupational 
content are being encouraged to use ASCO to 
ensure comparability with ABS statistics. 


3. More detailed information on the ASCO 
classification and structure is contained in the 
ASCO Statistical Classification (1222.0). 


Reasons for developing ASCO 

4. It had been widely recognised by users in 
industry and government that previous occupation 
Classifications used in Australia suffered from a 
number of deficiencies. 

These included: 

(a) a lack of comparability between the 
different classifications used by various 
institutions; 

(>) a lack of balance and inappropriate 
structures of aggregations across the 
classifications; 

(c) an absence of occupational descrIptions 
and characteristics such as training 
requirements; 

(d) the existence of occupational categories 
that combined widely different jobs (for 
example, jobs requIring different skill 
levets); 

(e) the inclusion of obsolete categories and 
Inadequate treatment of occupations in new 
fieids; 

{f) insufficient occupational categories at 
the lowest levels of the classifications; 
and 

(g) occupational definitions and categories 
frequently in industry specific items. 


5. These deficiencies had been highlighted by a 
number of official committees and, against this 
background, the ABS and the (Commonwealth) 
Department of Employment and Industrial Relations 
(DEIR) decided to devetop a standard 
classification of occupations and a dictionary of 
occupations, occupational titles and 
descriptions. 


The ASCO structure 

6. Following detailed consideration of users’ 
needs, the ABS and DEIR concluded that the final 
ASCO structure should be based on "kind of work’, 
defined primarity in terms of skill level and 


skill specialisatior. There ere a rumber of 

reasons for this emshasis: 

(a) The inability to identify significant 
skifl concentrations within tre labour 
force nas beer one of the major 
limitations of existirg occupational 

classificatiors. 

{b) ft is consistent witn current concerns 
that a key focus of labour force naticy 
and planning should be on the acquisition 
and erhancement of skitis. 

(c) Alternative criteria (such as materials 
worked on and products/services produced) 
result in ar occupational classification 
structure with a significant ‘industry’ 
orientation. Industry data are atready 

supplied by the use of a separate 
classification (ASIC), whereas 
occupational skill level and skill 
specialisatior are not provided by any of 
the existing classifications. 


7. The structure of ASCO has four tevels, 
namely: 

(a) Major Group; 

{b} Minor Group; 

(ce) Unit Group; and 

(d) Occupation. 


Each of these levets can be briefly described as 

follows: 

(a) Major Groups. There are 8 Major Groups 
which represent the broadest level of the 
classification. Major Groups are denoted 
by a single digit code and = are 
distingulshed from each other on the basIs 
of skill tevel. 

(b) Minor Groups. There are 52 Minor Groups. 
Each Minor Group is a subdivision of the 
Major Group. These Minar Groups are 

denoted by a 2-digit code consisting of 
the relevant Major Group code, plus an 
additional digit. Minor Groups are 
distinguished from other Minor Groups in 
the same Major Group on the basis of 
broadly-stated skill specialisation. 

(c) Unit Groups. There are 282 Unit Groups. 
Each is a subdivision of a Miror Group. 
Unit Groups are deroted by a 4-digit code 
consisting of the relevant Minor Group 
code, plus 2 additional digits. Unit 
Groups. are distinguished from other Unit 
Groups in the same Minor Group or the 
basts of a fine degree of skill 
speciallsation. 

(d) Occupations. There are 1,079 Occupations 
that subdivide the Unit Groups- 
Occupations are denoted by a 6-digit code 
consisting of the relevant Unit Group 
code, plus a hyphen and 2 additional 
digits. Occupations are sets of jobs 
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AUSTRALIAN STANDARD CLASSIFICATION OF OCCUPATIONS (ASCO) (continued) 


which invoive the performance of a common 
set of tasks and are distinguished from 
other occupations within the same Unit 
Group on the -basis of skill Jevels and 
specialisation. 


8. The following example ittustrates these 
conventions:
